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Action. Therefore, a petition (which is part of a Request for 
Continued Examination) and a fee for an extension of time are 
enclosed herewith. 

In item 4 on pages 2-3 of the outstanding Office Action, the 
Examiner rejects all of the elected claims because he objects to 
the wording of independent Claims 1 and 21 under 35 U.S. C. § 112, 
first paragraph. The Applicants respectfully traverse this 
rejection because all of the currently pending claims are believed 
to be supported by the originally filed application in accordance 
with 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph. 

In item 5 on page 3 of the outstanding Office Action, the Examiner 
rejects all of the elected claims because Claims 1, 21, 29, 31, 
and 32 are allegedly being indefinite. The Applicants 
respectfully traverse this rejection because all of the currently 
pending claims are believed to be clear to someone with ordinary 
skill in the art in accordance with 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph . 

In items 7-9 on page 4 of the outstanding Office Action, the 
Examiner rejects all of the elected claims for allegedly being 
anticipated by or obvious in view of the cited art. The 
Applicants respectfully traverse these rejections because all of 
the currently pending claims are believed to be novel and 
nonobvious over the prior art because the prior art does not teach 
or suggest the claimed invention. 

In view of the foregoing, favorable reconsideration of the 
application is respectfully requested. It is submitted that the 
claims of record are in condition for allowance. Allowance of the 
claims at an early date is solicited.
